London, Ky„ Sept. 16. — "Gsoerer 
Bowder, one of the principals In the 
old Sowder-Turner feud In Bell county, 
Ky.. waa shot down near his homo. 
"General" Turner telephoned to the po- 
lice of this city that he had commuted 
the crime, and asked them what they 
proposed to do about It. As yet the 
authorities have done nothing and Tur- 
ner has gone Into the mountains, where 
he Is surrounded by friends. 

This Is the first outbreak In this old 
feud In nearly ten yeara. Bowder, who 
was a young man, was shot with a 
Winchester rifle, the ball entering his 
right stde and coming out'of his back. 
Hs lived only a short time. He waa a 
son of Councilman Sowder of this place, 
who was ten years ago a leader In the 
Sowder-Turner feud. Turner la a son 
of Jack Turner, leader of the opposing 
faction. He la but 20 yeara old, but 
probably the most desperate man In 
this county. After the shooting, friends 
of Turner's shot and killed Sowder's 
horse and placed It on the railroad 
track, and the train ran over K.

It is a mistake to take Paul Kruger 
and his surrounding politicians as types 
of the Boer. Also.it Us mistake to 
take the dweller in the towns as ty 

To unearth tbe real Boer one 
seek the wide snd solitary veldt, the hid- 
den valleys, distant hills, and there, on 
his farm, draw him out and atudy him. 

Your true Boer deapises the town. 
He is essentially an agriculturalist, 
and a hunter. Up to 1802 he never saw 
a rail road in his country, snd he wss 
bitterly opposed to its coming. He ar- 
gues that the rail-road will drive away 
the game, and without anything to shoot 
at, life would not be worth living. He 
s extremely consei vative, and with stran- 
gers brusque and taciturn, but if be finds 
out you are harmless be can be very hos- 
pitable. He does not drink deep. He 
is religious with s gloomy, stern, religion. 

Like all people whose belief in the Bi- 
ble Is cf thst compromising kind, he is 
more or less superstitious. He ia mon 
He does not believe in divorce laws. 

He marries early in life, snd is con- 
vinced tbe highest blessing is an abund- 
ance of children. He is sturdily built, as 
a rule, thanks to h's way of life, which 
ia tbe same aa that of his father and his 
ancestors (or many generations— an open 
air life, with lota ol beef and cabbage and 
milk.

POPE SUSPENDS

A special dispatch from Rome says the

Brother farmers, shall we become discouraged or faint hearted, and fall 
by the wayside, or ahall we right about and stand like brave men, lace to 
face with these pessimistic conditions, count our i 
resources, renew our courage and see where we st 

The farmer ha* many things to contend with now a days, 
hero, a courageous man, to combat successfully with trusts, 
and all rings and cliques that are striving to put down the price of farm 
products and at the same time increase the price on articles and implement* 
that the farmer baa to buy. Whatehall we do? We muet go forward. 
Did you ever see a laggard win a race? We most continue to fight. Fight 
everything that stands out boldly in opposition to our beat interests. Figbt 
to pot down that which is wrong and uphold that which I* good. You 
never hear the fighting farmer complaining and croaking of hard times. 
The white winged angel of peace hover* near him. The home of plenty 
pours out its blessing* in every nook and corner. Microbes, bed bugs, in- 
sects, and all kind* of destructive parasitical form* of life find no congenial 
dwelling place on the fighting man's farm. This man's kind and generous 
treatment of his farm and stock makes his stock fat, his fields rich and 
furnishes him a good living. 

Tbe fighting farmer haa neither time nor inclination to whittle on 
goods boxes snd discuss local politics with the ward heelers of his market 
town. Hi* heart ia where hi* treasures are and his family and farm and 
stock being hia treasures, there his interests center and thither his tracks 
tend. 

Success i* only found at the end of effort. It takes enthusiasm to 
bring success in any branch of business. The man who doea not loye hi* 
profession capnot put bis heart in his work and will be very apt to make a 
failure and bring reproach upon the calling.

Dewey Reception wlll.be a Handsome 
Souvenir Well Worth Preserving, 

The preparation of the New York State 
official program of the Dewey receptii 
now in progress, snd orders are received 
from all over the country and abroad 
for this great souvenir of this national 
event, which indicates the interest mani- 
fested by the general pnblic in the great

FOOD FOR SOLDIERS 

AT MANILA. 

A Washington special saye: Commis- 
sary General Weston received today 
from Chief Commissary Bratnard at Ma- 
nila a copy of Freedom, a Manila news- 
paper, containing an accountof tbe work 
of the Commissary Department in tbe 
Philippines. The article aays tbat to 
walkthrough tbs different warehouses 
along the water front and on Calle Prin- 
cipe, and view the tremendous sloe 
everything consumable under the sun, 
would prove that there is no department 
in the United States service tbat is of 
more importance than that of the Sub- 
sistence Department. Tbe following is 
a brief description of the warebc 
and their stock: 

"The three warehouses in which this 
stupendous stock is crowded cover an 
area of 54,000 square feet, and tbe aver 
age height of the different piles is thirty 
feet Here is received and distributed 
monthly rations for 40,000 men, which 
means 1,200,000 rations a month, i 
than the whole army of the United 
States used before the war. The valua- 
tion of the rations for one month, on 
gold basis, is $210,000. The sales depart- 
ment supplies ta00.000 worth of goods 
also, making a total of almost half a mil- 
lion dollars worth of goods contained in 
the monthly distribution. The weight 
of tbe ration supply for one month is 5,- 
400,000 pounds or 2,700 tons. A three 
months' supply, amounting to 8,100 
and valued at $630,000, is always kept on 
hand, exclusive of the sales depsrtment, 
which has in stock 6,500 tons, valued at 
$1,000,000. There are three warehouses, 
one of which covers a space of 22,000 
square feet. It is in charge of a com- 
missary sergeant, two overseers and 
twenty natives. The second warehouse 
has a space of 19.000 iquare feet, while 
wsrebouse No. 3, is devoted exclusively 
to sales articles. Here is found every- 



Five hundred natives 
are daily employed as coolies In and 
about the warehouse. 

"Tbe following is a list of the different 
articles snd tbe amounts iasued monthly 
to the Eighth Army Oorps: Fresh beef, 
840.000 pounds; bacon, 240,000 pound*; 
salmon, 120,000 pounds; flour, 1,216,000 
pounds; hard bread, 1,120,000 pounds;

SUGGESTIONS FOR 

BABY'S HEALTH. 

There are some things a baby needs 
and must havs if it to to be healthy and 
good-natured, and there are also some 
things it does not need and which are 
injury. The less noise a baby bears, 
tbe less it to carried about and played 
with, tbe lee* jolting and trotting it get* 
for the first six months of its life the bet- 
tor it will be. It to seldom necessary to 
take it from its crib, except for its bath 
and meals; its undeveloped system calls 
for rest, vet It is often denied that privi- 
lege. Babies, like older folks, are largely 
creatures of habit, and they cannot too 
early acquire habits conducive to the 
health and development of the body. It 
during aleep that nature works with- 
out interruption, and the child gains in 
health and strength. Have regular hours 
for naps and see that everything is fa- 
vorable for sleep; have no tight bands to 
binder foil brtathtng; set the crib in a 
cool, quiet corner where the light will 
not shine on its face; do not cover it too 
wapnl y, and change its position now aud 
then, and it will sleep longer and the 
soft tender body will not acquire a one- 
sided growth. 

Most of the diseases to wbich babies 
are subject come from improper feeding, 
number of mothers wbo nurse 
their babies grows steadily smaller. The 
bottle used for the baby ahouid be 
smooth inside, so that every part may be 
cleaned wi.h a bottle-brush. The bottles 
should be well scalded every morning to 
isure perfect cleanliness. Put them in 
pan or kettle, cover with cold water, 
heat slowly, and boil for 10 minutes; 
after tbey are cool, rinse in clear 

th* Dottle has been used, 
riuse, and be careful to wash the nipple. 
Unclean bottles have killed many babies. 

Baby's mouth becomes parched and 
dry, for though milk is nourishing, it to 
not refreshing, and a drink of cool water 
will often quiet the child when other 
"f water has been boiled 
and kept on ice it may be safely given. —
